Chicago. May 8—Following a lull 


in the strike violence Sunday, the 
probabilities for trouble, became ap- 
parent this morning when it was de- 
clared the big houses would attempt 
to resume regular operations. They,

they expect to send out today. 
The 


Employer's Teaming company will al- 
so attempt to operate seven hundred 
wagons under the usual strong guard. 


No Dalliance

wagons.

Co .Back Home 


It is reported ac police headquarters 


thiil several hundred strikebreakers 
returned to St. Louis on Sunday, de- 


' daring they had enough of strenu- 
ous life in Chicago. 
Emil Kimber, 


a union teamster, was shot and se- 
riously wounded by throe men in a 
quarrel over the strike, at the cor- 
ner of Clybourn and Orchard streets 
early this morning. 


Sunday Is Quiet. 


There were no outbreaks of violence 


Sunday and very HUle teaming was 
done. Tho railway express companies 
had their wagons on the streets all j 
day and the Daniels. Coal Company 
had a number of wagons out deliver- 


•*fng coal, but the establishments of 


the big merchants involved in 
the 


strike were closed.

Federation of Labor was in progress 
at Monroe and Peoria streets, wagons' 
of the United States express company 
passed the hall several times.

President Shea declared that the

the prospects of success for the strik- 
ers appeared brighter every day. 


Mark Morton, president of the Em- 


ployers' Teaming ' company, who

named in the resolution adopted by 
the labor men as threatening .to de- 
prive team owners of' railroad patron- 
age for refusing to lock out their 
teamsters, declared that the charges 
oE conspiracy were laughable. 


Lev! Mayer, general counsel for the 


Employers' 
association, 
says

leaders to cloud the issue which led 
to the strike, but that the plan will 
prove a failure.

Banks which1 have contributed to the 


strike fund ot the Employers-' associ- 
ation were scored at the meeting of 
labor delegates, and' the officers of 
the unions declare that there will be 
'some transferring of 
funds . before 


many days. The office of Sheriff Bar- 
rett is also to be investigated, to learn 
the truth of reports that non-citi-/.ens 
have been sworn in as deputy sheriffs 
In violation of the constitution and 
laws of the state. 


Thf resolution asking for a grand 


jury investigation of the employers 
were presented by John C. Harding of 
Typographical union No. 1C. and were 
unanimously adopted and the strike 
committee instructed to have the evi- 
dence prepared and'laid before Slate's 
Attorney Healy. 


Police Are" Angry. 
, . 


• 
Criticism by the Employers' associa- 


tion of the police department in its 
method of dealing with the teamsters' 
strike and charges that there has 
been a conspiracy of policemen to ex- 
tend assistance to rioters, angered the 
members of the department. The po- 
lice said they were ready to face any 
charges that might be brought. They 
declared they would be able to show 
that Strike-breaker Frank Curry was 
not held by policemen while he was 
beaten, but that lie unwarrantedly as- 
saulted a man and should have beer, 
arrested. 


Assistant Chief Schuettler said: 
"I want to deny absolutely that 


there is any .conspiracy that I know 
of in this department to aid the strik- 
ers, and I think I would know it if 
any such thing existed. I do not think 
there was ever a more earnest at- 
tempt made by the police to prevent 
violence than' in this strike. The de- 
partment has worked conscientiously 
from the start.

FARMERS REAP WEALTH 


WHILE COAL MEN FIGHT 


Saline County, Illinois, The Scene of Fight 


For Very Valuable Coal 


Lands, 


Harrisburg. 111., May 
8.—-The im- 


mense coal fields in Saline county are 
at present assuming such activity as 
has never been witnessed in this sec- 
tion before. Among those most inter- 
ested in securing coal land in Saline 
county are the Pen.body Coal com- 
pany and the firm of 0'Gar;i, King & 
Co. of Chicago and S. C. Cover, a 
Pennsylvania capitalist. 


The Peabody Coal company is ex- 


tending its holdings of coa! land in 
the territory northwest of Harrisbui's 
and within the past few dnys has paid 
out $30,000 to the farmers of Saline 
county. Us usual plan has been to 
buy only the coal, but in most cases 
lately the surface as well as the coal 
has been purchased at as high as $75 
an acre for both surface and coal. The 
company has just closed a deal for 
D.OOU acres in the Hann neighborhood, 
which was hotly contested for by an- 
other syndicate. 


Secures Options on Acres. 


O'Cara, King & Co. of Chicago are 


not only making a lively bid for some 
of the virgin territory in this country, 
but have secured options on a major- 
ity oi the pl.j.'-.t.s .-"'ready in operation. 
of which there are. ai wesoni.. wb.'Vv.

• local representatives this firm has se- 


I cured options on about 30,000 acres 


of coal, extending as far as Equality, 
in Williamson county. 


S. C. Cover and his associates are 


taking deeds in the north' and north 
west part of the county as fast as 
the papers can be prepared.

syndicate has paid out over $85,000 
for coal land in Saline county the 
past mnnlh. 


New Roads Are Projected. 


Along with The activity in the coal 


lands interest is again revived in rail- 
roads. At least a half dozer, railroads 
are tallied of. among which are the 
extension of branches of t,he Illinois 
Central. Burlington, Wabaah. Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois and an electric road 
or two. For the past, month a num- 
ber of surveying parties have been 
going over the county in different di- 
rections. 


Ten drilling outfits are- now at work 


north and west of the city prospecting 
for coal, not to find the coal, however,

place for shafts to get the proper dip 
in order to make mining easier.

quell the disturbance.

"I do not know what evidence there 


is of these charges, but in the caso 
most widely known we will be able to 
show the assertion that .the police par- 
ticipated in assaults on nonunion men 
IR absolutely without foundation.

struck him. We have reputable wit- 
nesses whose testimony will show that 
Curry was the aggressor in the fight, 
should have been arrested and was- 
not held by the police to allow any- 
one to strike him. 


"For weeks the police ha.ve been 


•walking over cobblestones to protect 
these wagons. The hospital and death 
list, shows the work has been accom- 
panied by danger, and I think such a 
charge shows lack of appreciation of 
what has been done,"

London, May «.—Danger of inter- 


national 
complications,

No less reliable an authority than 


the Times Is sponsor for the state- 
ment that .the British government has 
already taken official action In the 
matter. 


In the course of a strongly worded 


editorial warning to France of the ex- 
treme danger and gravity of the situa' 
tion in the far east and appealing to 
that government not to treat the Jap- 
anese protests light heartedly, the 
Times says it has reason to believe 
that Foreign Secretary Lansdowne has 
spoken very strongly to the French 
government on the breaches of neu- 
trality permitted to the Russian Pa- 
cific squadron. 


Japan In Angry Mood. 


Special dispatches from Tokio to 


the London papers represent that the 
Japanese feeling is becoming highly 
inflamed at France's alleged failure 
to prevent ostentatious disregard for 
the principles of neutrality by the 
Russian Pacific squadron. 


The Tokio Aeani bluntly describes 


the 
French 
assurances 
that 
they 


would preserve neutrality as 
false-! 


hoods, and declares that Japan would! 
be justified' in bombarding French ter-1 
ritory, and calls upon the government 
to take vigorous action. 


Among Japanese officials in London 


it is asserted' France put off Japan' 
by fair promises 1n order to give Ro-j 
Jestvensky time to effect a junction of 
his forces, and that the Russians are 
now given every privilege provided 
they keep just outsid* the three mile 
limit. 


The report 'froVn Tsffigttiu" that the 


Russian squadron 
is 
off 
Vanfong, 


which Is an inlet containing the port 
of Honkohe, the Three Kings being 
rocks near the entrance of Vanfong 
bay, Is held to confirm the Japanese 
assertion that Rojestvensky Is Btill 
cruising In French waters. 


The Dally Telegraph's correspond- 


ent ai' Tokio says that In response 
to Japan's second protest France inti- 
mated that Rojestvensky had been or- 
dered to leave Honkohe. 


The Times correspondent at Tokio 


reports that the JapaneFe chambers 
of commerce are concerting measures 
to cease all commercltl transactions 
with French citizens. 


Refuse to Send Dispatch, 


A telegram from Hong-Kong to a 


new* agency gives a long dlgpatch, 
which, it is alleged', the French au- 
thorities at Saigon refused to trans- 
mit on April 30, detailing how for ten 
days the Russian Pacific squadron was 
allowed to convert Kamranh bay prac- 
tically into a Russian base, freely coal- 
ing and provisioning openly under the 
direction of Prince Lieven, captain of 
the Interned Russian cruiser Diana, 
the French admiral, De Jonquieres. 
being present the whole time and un- 
til April 23 making no attempt to 
check the breach of neutrality.

Labuan, British Borneo, May G. says: 


"The steamer Chiengmal 
reports 


that Friday night she passed a fleet 
of warships and other vessels off the 
Mant.ananl islands, northwest of Bor- 
neo. 
The warships apparently were 


coaling."

Telegram company, "reports' fhat the 
fleet sighted was a large one In two 
divisions, showing ItghtB. but station-, 
ary, and with the appearance of being 
engaged in coaling.

BANK CASHIER ARRESTED 


BY GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 


Iowa Bank Officials Are Now In Trouble 


Through Disregard For The 


Laws.

Des Moines. Iowa, May 8.—The in- 


dictment "Of Alexander L, Rockhold,} 
cashier of the Bank of LinevlIIe, for 
fraudulent banking and embezzlement 
by receiving deposits when he knew 
the institution was insolvent, carries 
with it a romantic, story. The short- 
age !n the bank because of the cash- 
ier's alleged misconduct amounts to! 
over $25,000. 


Rockhold had been cashier for twen- 


ty years and never was a word raised 
against him until he went to Kansas 
City to attend the national democratic 
convention. There, it is said in Line- 
ville, he met a Chicago woman and be- 
came infatuated with her 
Her name 


Is not known, but from that lime on 
he began to make frequent trips to 
Chicago, Kansas City and Davenport. 
The woman visited Llnevilie and was 
entertained by Rockhold. 


Gives Aid to Woman. 


While there was considerable gos- 


sip it was never intimated Rockhold 
would use a penny not, his own. Then 
the woman became involved In police 
trouble in Chicago and it is said Rock- 
holri j?Hid hisjast.penj.y to assist her. 


The'Sank of LJneville waff-organized 
twenty-five years ago with a capital 
stock of $50,000, its' charter being 
granted for twenty years. On the ex- 
piration of the charter Rockhold, as 
executive officer, failed to have it re- 
newed and ' the bank continued busi- 
ness until last fall,, when.a new cor- • 
poration was formed and the busines 
of the old bank turned over to It. 


Did Not Refuse Deposits. 


An examination of the books do- 


.vcloped that tho original bank had 
been for a- long time insolvent, al- 
though deposits had been received up 
to the time of the formation of the 
new bank. It also developed that pa- 
per and notes to the bank were prac- 
tically 
worthless, the shortage or 


shrinkage from this source and from 
overdrafts amounting to about $70,000. 


As the charter had expired and had 


never been renewed, the corporation 
was in reality a copartnership, thus 
throwing the stockholders liaMe for 
the full amount of debts of the bank. 
They paid depositors 
in 
full 
and 


brought the case to the attention ot 
the grand jury, which has just indict- 
ed Rockhold on six count*.

Great Government Irrigation 


This first irrigation work of the 


national government, which is to be 
celebrated by the turning of the water 
Into the gigantic ditches this month, 
is the largest project which has been 
definitely outlined and approved un- 
der the irrigation act—known as the 
Truckee-Carson .project.. When. com- 
pleted it will involve the expenditure 
of approximately nine million dollars 
and will reclaim 350,000 acres of des- 
ert land. That portion of the system 
now completed consists of a canal 
31 miles long to take water from the 
Truckee River and convey it to the 
Carson River, .where a large storage 
reservoir is projected. 
Just 
below 


this reservoir site, the waters of the 
two streams -will be led out upon the 
plains by two canals, with 
a com- 


bined capacity of 1,900 .cubic feet per 
second. Some 50,000 aJcrcs are to be 
Irrigated this' spring, for which 200 
miles of small distributing 
ditches 


have been dufj. 


The Secretary ot the Interor has 


set,aside $2,740,000 of the "Reclam- 
ation Fund" for the initial work, and 
by the time this has been expended 
about 100,000 acres will 
be 
under 


canals, and the settlers will bo re- 
turning in annual payments the orig- 
inal investment. The money thus re- 
ceived will .be used as a revolving 
fund for the completion of this pro- 
ject. The land has been divided into 
farm units of SO acres, and the cost 
of reclamation will bo -?26 per acre. 
Work is being commenced this spring 
on regulating gates at the outlet of 
Lake Tahoe, located in 
California, 


but. whose waters will be used to re: 
claim the fertile Nevada soil. Future' 
plans involve the draining of Carson 
Sink, 25,000 acres in extent, which 
overflows in years of heavy rainfall, 
nnd the reclamation of lands In the 
tipper Truckee and Carson 
valleys. 


'As these large areas are gradually 
brought under irrigation a 
greater 


•water supply will be 
required 
and 


nine, additional 
reservoirs will be 


constructed, with a combined storage 
capacity of over a million and a quar- 
ter acres feet (an acre foot equals 
one acre, one foot deep.) 


.Fruits, Vegetables and Grains 
The soil under this project is very 


fertile,, and deciduous fruits such as 
apples, pears, peaches, grapes, all the 
berries and vegetables produce lux- 
uriantly. 
Wheat, oats, potatoes and 


alfalfa are the staple 
crops. 
The 


lands arc tributary to the Southern 
Pacific, the Nevada, California and 
Oregon .and the Virginia and Truc- 
];ee railroads and the recent enor-

mous activity in gold and silver mm- 
ln" in Nevada insures a nearby and 
profitable market. 
At the same tune 


the supply of food 
products will- 


greatly reduce the cost of living and 
further stimulate mining

The fact that a very large portion 


of the lands included in this .project 
belong to the government and have 
been withdrawn from speculative en- 
try under the desert and other land 
laws, is a matter for, congratulation. 
Nevada's^ past history has been one 
of land monopoly, in fact it has been 
said that the stale was long since 
stolen by land grabbers. 
In area, 


Nevada is three times the size of In- 
diana.' but her population is scarcely 
sufficient for a single small county. 
The popular'vote of last year was but 
little over 12,000..' The bulk .of the 
inhabitable lands are in the hands 
of a few great land owners, while 
the opportunity for settlement and 
increased population has never been 
extensive. 
Nevada's land history is 


one which can be studied with profit 
by those who are searching for.light 
on the question, of proper adminis- 
tration of the public domain. 
With 


exception of the influx of immigra- 
tion duo to mining excitement, the 
population is at a 
standstill and 


must continue to 
remain so until 


farm lands are thrown open to settle- 
ment in small tracts through govern- 
ment irrigation. 


Stealing Away the State. 


W'hen the state was admitted to 


the -Union, in place of receiving the 
usual donation of 
alternate school 


sections—1C and 32 in each township 
—she. secured a flat grant from the 
government of two nulllon acres of 
public land to be located wherever 
her law-makers saw fit. 
The state 


legislature passed as much 'as desired 
ot this great and valuable resource 
into private ownership of stockmen, 
at as low a figure as 25 cents an 
acrp. These lands have been located 
up and down the sides of every river 
and stream and around every -spring 
and water hole, in the state, so that 
while Nevada has today some sixty 
million acres of public land, there is 
not a quarter section of 
It 
upon 


which a homesteader could make a 
living. 
The land granted 
to the 


state for school purpose—disposed of 
•by the state for a mess of pottage- 
controls the lands of the state. 


The government's irrigation, when 


worked out, will immediately double 
Nevada's population; It will provide 
a new life-blood of settlement and cit- 
izenship for a region of unsurpassed 
agriculture. 


This groat reclamation scheme for 


the re-building of Nevada is 
being 


carried into operation by Engineer L. 
1-1., Taylor, under the supervision of 
Frederick H. Newell, Chief Engineer 
of the Reclam.-t-ion Service. 
It will 


afford the first" practical example of 
the operations of the new national 
irrigation Jr.w.

Colorado. Agricultural College Ex- 


periment--Feeding It lo 


Steers. 


The feeding experiment just com- 


pleted by the Colorado Agricultural 
College with range steers at the Fort 
Collins Sugar Company's factory has 
been completed, and it has proved 
conclusively that beet, sugar pulp is 
an extremely valuable 
addition to 


the feeding 
ration. 
The 
results 


showed that pulp and hay fed steers 
netted a profit of $0.60 greater than 
the com and alfalfa fed, 
and that 


pulp, when added to corn and hay, 
will Increase the proilts 
$8.40 per 


steer 
It was planned, according to 


the Fort Collins "Express" to keep 
the steers on feed for 150 days, but 
owing to the supply' of pulp being 
exhausted, they were sold after 100 
day's feeding, and, while in a slightly 
unfinished condition, yet they were 
good enough lo top the market for 
the year. 
The purpose of the ex- 


periment being, to 
determine 
the 


exact value of pulp. It was decided to 
separate the steers Into 
four lots, 


the ration being given for compari- 
son as follows:

corn.

These results show that pulp, when 


fed in addition to grain and alfalfa, 
reduces tho hay consumed by half, 
and with hay selling at $(! per ton, 
the usefulness of pulp costing 25 or 
50 cents per ton is apparent.—-Amer- 
ican Sugar Industry and Beet Sugar 
Gazelle.

while many oppose the use of meats, this 
opposition is not justified by experi- 
ence, .and. if. pork .and-veal are strictly 
avoided, nearly all other kinds of meats 
aud fish, eggs, etc.', etc., may be used in 
moderation, rt desired, without detri- 
ment to either the mother or babe. 


There has recently been published a 


very pretentious set of instructions for 
expectant mothers. They must have 
been written by some one with but little 
knowledge of how humanity really ex- 
ists. One of the important 
directions 


says "Keep away from the odor of 
foods." 
Now, common 'sense ought to 


tell anyone that fully 75 per cent, of the 
mothers of the world, yes, 90 per cent, of 
them, not only cook their own food, hut 
all of the food for the-entire family, so 
what Is the sense of writing such'silly 
instructions when.it Is known that they 
cannot be carried oat? Again, this book 
says: 'To light an excessive appetite is 
the hardest, battle of a .pregnant wom- 
an." but such a fight, as well as seeking 
'to avoid the odor of food, is absolutely 
unnecessary- Make the condition nat- 
ural, realise its wonder. Us mystery. Its 
power. Its grandeur, The expectant 
mother is working jointly with the 
Great, the Divine. Creatc-r of tlie uni- 
verse, and her menial attitude toward 
the unborn child is told in its life. If 
she-1'iilly really.es the fact that the foods 
of which she partakes are not only for 
Lhe purpose of satisfying her own appe- 
tite and supplying her bodily needs, but 
also Is supplying throug.Thfcr lire blood 
Che necessary elements for the- creation 
of another being, It'wil! be her delight to 
partake of tiie foods which experience 
has shown to be the best for that pur- 
pose. A judicious use of 
good, whole- 


some food, thoroughly wol! masticated 
and consisting largcjy of vegetables and 
fruits, will go'fur toward making preg- 
uancy a perfectly natural thing. .If at 
any time tlifre is an unnatural, craving 
for food a cup of very hot sweet, milk 
•lipped slowly with a teaspoon will usu- 
ally not. only satisfy- the 
craving, but

Sometimes eating fruit or d r i n k i n g a 
•:u\> of water, either hot or cold, will an- 
swer the purpose.

,!he exercise. It would be suicidal for 
iome women to take vigorous exercise 
during the lattc-r months of pregnancy. 
The mother would be broken down and 
the child would be all bone and muscle, 
with but little brain. 


After tli* fifth month has passed the 


bone and muscle forming food need no:, 
be used so freely.-but more of the frui:.s 
and vegetables. Cut down on the meats, 
u'.u'ese. beans, barley, butter, milk, etc., 
aUhoutsh i hey should not be eliminated 
altogether u n t i l tlie last two or three 
weeks, n'ter which nothing but fruit, 
vegetables and liquids should be tateu, 
if an e-.isy birth is dfcsii'flJ.

During the last four months of preg- 


nancy the brain anc! mt-iHal capacity, 
inclination, tastes and ambition of the 
child are formed. During this period of 
four months the mother rr.ay do more for 
the child than any college In the world 
can do in a* many years. Whatever she 
cultivates will be cull iva;od in the child. 
If lit:- desire is for social life and 
she 


thinks and longs for. ii. fretting because 
she is deprived of it. by her condition, 
then she must expect, u fretful, sellish 
child, that will nevnr be satisfied unless 
constantly on the go. and 
never con- 


tented except when surrounded by the 
light-headed and idle. 


If her desire caii be turned to music. 


or literature, or art 
or mechanics, 01 


any one thing, and it is studied, prac- 
ticed and desired, then the child's edu- 
cation and position In life will be fixed 
and these things will by nature be its 
greatest delicti.

You should be ,very careful of your 


own health, masticate all of your, food 
carefully and thoroughly, and by all 
means avoid constipation. As to diet, 
drink freely of new warm milk. Have it 
brought to the bed, and drink at least a 
pint at a time. Take it one or two hours 
before breakfast. If milk cannot be ob- 
tained possessing animal warmth, then 
take new milk, add one-tenth, water, and 
heat over a water bath to a temperature 
of 120 degrees. Cheese makers testify 
that the addition of water prevents ren- 
net from coagulating the casein in the 
stomach; also warm water prevents the j city 
pepsin from curdling the milk. If it is 
as warm as the stomach, and does not 
coagulate, It will lie taken up by the ab- 
sorbents and conveyed directly to the 
blood, without going through the pro- 
cess of digestion. 
Mothers who have a 


great aversion to milk, learn to cultivate 
a decided relish for it for the sake of the 
child. .Bear In mind, however, that if It 
does not contain the animal warmth, it 
ought to be hot, so it is necessary to 
heat It: 


Dr. R, P. Hart-is, in speaking of mill: 


as a diet for delicate mothers, says: 
"Those who with ordinary food invaria- 
bly fail to nurse longer than afew weeks 
are capable by this diet of becoming not 
only good nurses, hut also of gaining 
llesh while secreting milk in abundance.

Every form of malt and spirituous 


liquors should by all means be avoided. 
They derange the nervous and digestive 
systems of b«th.mother and babe. Cus- 
tom, happily, has to a large extent done 
away with the idea that "nursing wom- 
en must have ale or beer." To those 
wh'o-still maintain this view I would rec- 
ommend the study of the question, 
whether the help expected is at all com- 
mensurate with the danger incurred ol 
a pernicious appetite being cultivated in 
both mother and child. | 


Good digestion Is usually all that is es- 


sential for an abundant flow of milk. The 
food should be simple, but nutritious. 
Depend upon grains and fruits mainly, 
and by no means exclude the bran from 
the wheat Hour, The saline elements In 
the bran not only stimulate digestion, 
but excite the secretion of milk as well. 
.Try the experiment of feeding an Alder- 
ney covv'upon line white flour, excluding 
the bran. By the lack of milk'you will 
prove that the bran contains elements 
preemelnently stimulating to lacteal'se- 
cretlons. Therefore the bran drink rec- 
ommended is better,'much better, than 
tea. I trust that others as well as your- 
self may derive bouerlt from these sug- 
gestions. 4,
